Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 - 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yokoi et al (US4757819) and Ito (US6409666), in view of applicant's prior art 
admissions specification pages 1-5 regarding prior publication JP 2002-238906, 
alone or further in view of Tanaka et al or Pourcelot (US4605009). 

Yokoi et al '819 corresponds to DE 37 16 964 and Ito '666 to DE 100 18 673 which 
respectively teach a separable optical and ultrasound tip portions 38, 40 with 
securement means 64, 66 and a sloped and obliquely inclined upward section within 
the head block and for for which latter type of endoscope tip construct the forward ring 
attachment of the composite assembly was taught per applicant's prior art admissions. 

In the alternative, Tanaka et al Figs. 3 - 4 or Pourcelot (US equivalent to EP 0 123 
594) in Fig. 10 and cols. 5 - 6 bridging taught that the ultrasoundand optical section 
might specifically be made to be separable via side or end-cap type overlay in order that 
conventional optical endoscopy or ultrasound portion servicing might occur.
